effectively as and in the name, place and stead of the Corporation with respect to entering into 
standard classes of non revenue-generating agreements in the ordinary course of business relating 
to intellectual property ("IP Agreements"), including but not limited to: 


• intellectual property declarations, affidavits, certifications, applications, filings 
and registrations; 

• retainers of in-country agents required to file intellectual property declarations, 
affidavits, certifications, applications, filings and registrations; 

• non-disclosure agreements; 

• confidentiality agreements; 

• interoperabiliry agreements; 

• intellectual property assignments; and 

• intellectual property releases. 


The authority of an IP Attorney as set forth under this Power of Attorney is conditioned upon the 
IP Attorney 

(i) continuing to be employed by the Corporation, its parent Nortel Networks 
Corporation ("NNC) or any of NNC's subsidiaries; and 

(ii) continuing to be a member of the IP Law Group; and 

(iij) exercising his or her authority in accordance with NNC's Corporate Policies aad
